Sir: 

In the Office Action dated June 3, 2005, the Examiner imposed a Restriction 

Requirement pursuant to 35 U.S.C. §121, requiring election of either: 

Group I. Claims 1 through 8, 14 through 23 and 29, directed to an optical element 

and light source module on a silicon bench; or 

Group II. Claims 9 through 13 and 24 through 28, directed to a method of making an 

optical semiconductor element. 

Additionally, if Group I is elected, the Examiner has imposed an election of species 

requirement under 35 U.S.C. §121, requiring election of one of the following species: 

Species A, first Embodiment, Figures 1-6B; 

Species B, second Embodiment, Figures 1 1-13; 

Species C, first Embodiment of light source, Figure 14; or 

Species D, second Embodiment of light source, Figure 15. 
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On page 3 of the Office Action, the Examiner indicated that if Group I is elected, Applicants are 
required to elect one Species from each of A-B and C-D. 

In response Applicants elect to prosecute optical element and light source module claims 1-8, 14- 
23 and 29 (Group I). In addition, Applicants elect to prosecute Species A and Species C. Applicants list 
all of the claims in Group I, i.e., claims 1 through 8, 14 through 23 and 29, as readable on the elected 
Species A and Species C. Favorable consideration of claims 1 through 8, 14 through 23 and 29 is 
solicited. 

Relationship between the present Claims and Figures. 

For the Examiner's convenience, Applicants would note that the first embodiment of the present 
invention is primary illustrated in Figs. 1 and 2; and the second embodiment of the present invention is 
primary illustrated in Figs. 1 1 and 12. Independent claims 1 and 15 are supported by Figs. 1,2, 11 and 
12. In addition, claims 2, 3, 6 through 8, 17, 18 and 21 through 23 are supported by Figs. 1, 2, 1 1 and 12. 
Claims 4, 5, 19 and 20 are supported by Figs. 6A and 6B. Claim 12 supported by Fig. 12. Applicants 
would further note that claims 14 and 29, regarding a light source module, are supported by Figs. 14 and 
15. On the other hand, method claims 9 through 13 and 21 through 28 are primarily supported by Figs. 
7A-7B.
